Slaying of Planter Ended 20 
Years of Unspeakable 
Parental Cruelty: 


Special to, tre Post-Disvatch. 
FORT WORTH, Tex., May 8.—Ste- 


phen Beasiey began today the serving 


of a five years’ sentence in the Texas 
Stafe prison for slaying his father. He 
need not have gone to prison, for every 
man, from judge to jury, tried_to‘ set 
him free, But fhe chose prison to save 
his sister the humiliation of telling the 
reason for his crime. 

The slaying was done in the elder 
Beasley’s cottom field a week and a half 
ago. It ended 20 years of such parental 
cruelty as has been seldom known in a 
civilized land. 

Beasley, the father, was wealthy. His 
cotton and yam fields extended for miles 
along the outskirts of Fort Worth. 
But he never hired a man to till them. 
He forced his wife and five children 
to be his farmhands, and since they 
could first hold a hoe, not one has re- 
membered a day when he or she was 
not driven to work by the whip if nec- 
essary. Three of these children were 
girls, and on these Beasley vented his 
tyranny even more than on the boys. 

Neighbors had known for years that 
none of them came home from the fields 
at night without a whipping, and 
screams from the house at night told 
plainly the story of a mother beaten 
because she had been caught comforting 
her children after the father had sent 
them bleeding to bed. 


Forced to Flee From Home. 


Two weeks ago the wife was forced to 
flee for shelter to a neighbor's, and 
the son, Stephen, ran away from -the 


torture to take work with another 


farmer near by. The next day one of 
the daughters, not yet 16 years. old, es- 
eaped from the father’s watch upon her 
and, staggering to the farmhouse where 
her mother was living, told a story of 
her father having done her the greatest 
possible wrong, ang of his having threat- 
ened her with death if she revealed it. 

The mother sent word to Stephen, the 
elder son. When his work in the fields 
was finished next day the lad took down 
his rifle and walked to his father’s 
farm, where he hid behind a wall. When 
Beasley appeared, riding a horse from a 
distant part of his plantation, his son 
shot him. 

The other brother and the sisters ran 
from the house to find Beasley lying 
dead among the cotton sprouts, while 
Stephen walked slowly down the road. 
The same afternoon he gave himself up, 
declaring himself guilty of slaying his 
father. 

Refuses to Indict. 

A grand jury was summoned, but aft- 
er the mother had told her story it re- 
fused to indict. Stephen would have been 
set free on the spot, but Prosecutor Roy 
declared he must be brought to tral. 

“I want this man liberated—he ought 
to be—with the*thanks of the commun!i- 
ty,”” said Roy. “But he must be brought 
to trial or he will always be in peril— 
until he ig legally acquitted. If he is 
brought to trial I will use my influence 
as Prosecuting Attorney to save him.” 

So a second grand jury was called. The 
mother, who was ill, was unable tu give 
her testimony and Stephen was indicted 
for murder in the first degree and 
brought to trial, 

There was not the slightest doubt of 
Stephen’s acquittal. The crowd in the 
courtroom was there simply to cheer 
him and proclaim him a hero when he 
was set free. But at the last moment 
Stephen had heard that if his trial 
went on his sister would be forced to 
take the stand. He broke from the of- 
ficers as he was brought into court, and, 
thrusting aside his lawyer, shouted:) 


Demands Being Sent to Prison. 
“I Killed my father. I plead guilty to 
mansiaughter—and I want to be sent to 
prison without a trial.”’ 
The Judge, astounded, advised the 
Prisoner to recall his plea. 


“I plead guilty,” persisted the boy. 

Forced by the law to accept the plea 
or try the lad on a charge of murder in 
the first degree, the Judge sent out 
the jury with an order to bring in a 
verdict of guilty. But while they were 
making a pretense of deliberation the 
Judge went privately to the jury room 
‘and told them the story of the crime. 
When they came in every man was vis- 
ibly affected. Several were in tears. 

“I sentence you to five years in 
State’s prison,’ pronounced the Judge, 
“but I will be the first to sign a peti- 
tion for your immediate pardon.” 

“I also will sign the petition,’ said the 
Prosecuting Attorney, and then all the 
jurors came forward and put their 
names to a petition for pardon.

TT “Ol a 
OUND GUILTY 


ON FIRST BALLOT 


Convicted of Aiding and Abet- 
ting Whitla Kidnaping, 
Woman Is Stoical. 


NEW TRIAL TO BE ASKED 


Motion Expected to Be Over- 
ruled and Couple Sen- 
tenced Monday. 


MERCER, May 8.—The jury in the 
trial of Mrs. James H. Boyle returned a 
verdict of “gulity as indicted in the 
second count.’’ The second count 
charged her with aiding and abetting 
the kidnaping of Willie Whitla of Shar- 
on, Pa. The verdict was reached on the 
first ballot. 

The jury retired at 11:40, but court 
immediately adjourned and the verdict 
was not reported until 1:30 p. m. 


‘when court convened ‘after the noon 


recess. 

Manifesting the same stoical indif- 
ference to her :fate which has char- 
acterized her throughout her trial, 
Mrs, Boyle sat immovable as the ver- 
dict was read. A heavy veil which she 
has worn throughout the trial, con- 
cealed her features, so that it could 
not be seen whether her color changed, 
but there was not } ovement of her 
body to indicate ce, she so much 
as heard her doom pronounced. Her 
indifference was even more pro- 
nounced than it has been in preceding 
portions -of the trial. 

Courtroom Crowded. 

During the noon recess it became 
known that the jury had agreed upon 
a verdict, but court had adjourned till 
1:30 p. m. and until that hour no in- 
timation could be had of what the ver- 
dict was. The courtroom was crowd- 
ed almost to suffocation when the 
jury filed in at 1:30 and the foreman 
announced they had agreed, 


The crowd in the courtroom was 
warned that no demonstration would 
tolerated and the verdict was read in 
silence. Quietly as if preparing to go 
out for a walk, Mrs,..Boyle drew on her i. 
gloves, arose from her chair and went 
with the Sheriff back to her cell. Judge 
Miller, Mrs. Boyle’s attorney has .an- 
nounced that he will make a motion on 
Monday for a new trial. It is believed 
here that the motion will be overruled 
and that both Boyle and his wife will 
be sentenced Monday. 

The penalty in Boyle’s case is from 
1 year in the penitentiary to a life 
tentence and in Mrs. Boyle’s case the 
maximum is 25 years. 

“Life in the penitentiary will kill 
me ina week or ten days and rather 
than submit to this I would kill my- 
self,”’ said Mrs. Boyle this morning. 

Half Not Told, She Says, 

Like her husband, she is anxious to 
tell more than has been brought out 
in the trial of herself or her hus- 
band regarding the kidnaping of Wil- 
lie Whitla. 

“If Jimmie and I are sent to the 
penitentiary,” she said, ‘‘we will not 
go alone. Others will go. with us or 
join us there soon. Half the truth 
has not yet been told in this case. 
One other man who planned the whole 
affair has not been arrested. 

‘T am willing. to suffer for any 
crime I may have committed, but 
there is no evidence that I’ have been 
mixed up in this case and rather than 
suffer injustice from the court I will 
quit this earth and take justice from 
my maker.” 

Eight Poiats of Law. 

The address of Attorney Miller, coun- 
sel for Mrs. Boyle to the jury was be- 
gun at 9:30 o’clock. He presented to 
the Court eight points of law, which he 
asked to have submitted to the jury. 
in substance, they were to the effect 
that a crime could only be punished in 
the »urisdiction where it was committed 
and that in the pending caxer there had 


been no testimony to show that Mrs.. 


Boyle had committed any overt act in 
Mercer County in connection with the 
abduction of the Whitla boy. Instruc- 
tions to the jury to bring in a verdict 
of not guilty were asked. ; 

Attorney Miller intimated that power- 
ful influences were being brought to 
bear to convict the woman and there 
were veiled refefences to the suppres- 
sion of the efforts of the Boyles to bring 
into the case the name of a third per- 
son. Miller’s address occupied an hour 
and he was followed by Quincy Adams 
Gordon, for the prosecution.

From a Staff hte ae of. the 
Post-Dispatch, 
JEFFERSON CITY, May . §-—Gov. 


Hadley will be urged by members of 
the Legislature, regardless of party, to 
veto a bill just passed permitting the 


assignment or transfer of dramshop ii- 
censes in the city of. St. Louis. 

Under the terms. of the  pro- 
posed law, any St. Louis dram- 
shop keeper, anticipating a revova- 
tion of his license, could have it trans- 
ferred to another person, thereby de- 
feating the very purpose of the excise 
statutes, opponents of the measure say. 

Representatives Pemberton (Dem.) of 
Beone, Stanley (Rep.) of Webster and 
other leaders say they voted for the bill 
under a misapprehension. 

“IT was deceived .regarding the pur- 
pose of this law,’’ declared Mr. Pem- 
berton today. “‘Mr. Foristel of St. Louis 
explained that it was designed to aid 
the wife or heirs of a saloon keeper 
who had died by allowing them to con- 
tinue his business. We are willing to 
stand for a reasonable measure, but 
this is rank, and I am going to ask 
the Governor not to sign it.” 

Moves to Reconsider, 

Immediately after the measure passed 
the House, Representative Spence 
(Dem.) of Stoddard County declared he 
had not understood it. He moved to 
reconsider. At the request of a mem- 
ber from St. Louis, Pemberton agreed 
to defer his motion. 

Spence failed to take up the matter 
again, and Speaker Speer signed the 
bill. Spence explained to a  Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that, as his county had 
no saloons, the bill could make no dif- 
ference to him. 

“IT don’t think it is a good bill,” na 
added, “but nobody from St. Louis Hae 

ge 

A similar bill was cand by former 
Excise Commissioner Mulvihill two years 
ago on the ground it was calculated 
to destroy the power of the Excise Com- 
missioner over saloons. Mrs. F. H. 
Ingalls, leader of the temperance forces, 
says that if this. bill becomes a law 
it will make 50,000 additional votes in 
the State for prohibition. 

Sweeping Provisions. 

Section 1 of the proposed law con- 
tains its sweeping provisions as fol- 
lows: . 

Any dramshop license granted un- 
der the provisions of the dramshop 
laws in cities that now er hereafter 
may have three hundred and fifty 
thousand (350,000) inhabitants or more 
may be assigned and transferred by 
delivering it up for cancellation to 
the Excise Commissioner, and filing 
a petition in such form as may be 
provided by the commissioner for . 
the re-issue thereof; and if the per- 
son or persons to whom. it be re- 
quested it be re-issued has or have 
all the legal qualifications provided 
by law, and is or are fit, compe- 
tent and legally qualified person or 
persons to have a dramshop license,

Louis by President Taft 
Saturday, according to Asociated Press 
dispatches from Washington. He will 
succeed Frank Wyman, who incurred 
the enmiry of the St. Louis Republican 
machine because he would not permit 
Jeptha D. Howe to dictate his appoint- 
ments. 

Mr. Akins is, sub-treasurer. of the 
United States at St. Louis, and was, 
until last fall, Republican National 
Committeeman from Missouri. As Na- 
tional Committeeman he threw all of 
his support to Taft for the Republican 
presidential nomination, and was one of 
the potent factors in lining up Mis- 
souri for Mr. Taft. 

Summoned to Capital. 
Mr. Akins was summoned to Wash- 


‘ington a few days ago to confer with 


President Taft, Senator Warner, Secre- 
tary Nagel and Postmaster-Goneral 
Hitchcock. Local Republican politicians 
did not expect the appointment of 
Mr. Wyman's successor to be made un- 
til the return of Congressman. Barth- 
oldt to Washington. Mr. Bartholdt is 
here now, having been in consultation 
with local Republican leaders for two 
days on the postmastership. 

The local organization préferred Hen- 
ry W. Kiel for postmaster, but took 
no forma! action. Mr. Kiel is now chair- 
man of the Republican City Committee. 


Whitelaw Subtreasurer. 

When ‘Boss’ Howe and his associ- 
ates were making 4 hard fight a year 
ago to have Wyman ousted they brought 
forward Oscar L. Whitelaw as their 
candidate for his successer. As soon as 
Mr. Taft was nominated the clamor in 
behalf of Mr. Whitelaw suddenly ceased 
and the bosses began looking around for 
some one more Closely identified with 
the political organizations. It is sald in 
Washington that Mr. Whitelaw will be 
appointed Subtreasurer to sticceed Mr.

CITY OWNERSHIP OF GAS PLANT 
|S PROFITABLE IN ENGLAND 


Manchester Corporation Provides 
Cheaper Service and Stoves 


Free to Consumers. 

WASHINGTON, May 8.—Municipal 
ownership of the city gas plant has 
proven not only a profitable undertaking 
for Manchester, England, but econom- 
ical for the consumer as well. The city’s 
profits since the works were taken over 
2 years ago have been $6,750,307, while 
the price of gas in the Manchester dis- 
trict at present is only 55 cents a thou- 
sand cubic feet, according to a report 
to the Bureau of Manufactures from 
Consul Howe. 

In addition to furnishing gas cheaper, 
the Manchester corporation has provid- 
ed free of charge gas stoves to all 
householders making requests. A move- 
ment is on foot, the Consul reports, to 
reduce the price of gas to 49 cents for 
sundry manufacturing purposes and a 
graduated reduction for ordinary uses. 

To"illustrate the growth of the busi- 
ness, it is stated that the producing ca- 
pacity of the works is 26,900,000 cubic 
feet per 24 hours, against 13,000,000 in 
1883. An investment of $13,382,875 capi- 
tal is represented. Manchester has a 
population of about 600,000, being about 
the size of Boston or St. Louis.

Regardless of the merits of Representative 
Murphy’s charges nothing could be more im- 
proper than this method of procedure. Judges 
McPherson and ‘Philips have been attacked in 
resolution: and speech in Congress. The attacks 
have been spread broadcast through the press and 
inscribed on the records of the House. The ef- 
fect of these charges is not merely to injure the 
reputations of the two judges assailed and bring 
them into contempt, but to cast suspicion upon 
the integrity of the bench. 

Yet there is no way in which the victims of 
the attack can reply and obtain a just judgment 
on the truth of the charges unless further action 
to that end is taken by Congress. The case so 
far has been in the nature of an ex-parte grand 
jury investigation conducted in public. 

In view of the pending resolution and the 
speech of Mr. Murphy, responsibility seems to 
rest upon Congress to find a way by which. jus- 
tice may be done to all the persons concerned in 
the controversy. While impeachment proceedings 
have not proved effective in the past, yet they of- 
fer opportunity for,a full hearing and a vindi- 
cation for the innocent. Impeachment is the log- 
ical action on definite charges of misconduct. On 
the other hand if these charges are not regarded 
as sufficiently grave to justify an impeachment 
trial, action should be taken to discover their 
character and determine. whether they have 
foundation in fact. Congress should not permit 
its members to make it the instrument by which 
passion, prejudice or mere suspicion may bring 
discredit upon judges and courts. What respect 
will the people have for the courts if their rep- 
reséentatives besmear them with scandal? 
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“Any member who votes against this bill,’ 

thundered Representative Lyle, “is a hog thief,” 

and thereupon the larceny of a pig was made a 

felony under the law. And yet even the most in- 

tolerant prohibitionist never averred that any 

member who*voted against submission was a sot. 
MAKE HASTE SLOWLY. 

Any plan which involves going ahead with the 
actual work of construction on the free bridge in 
the face of the new difficulties presented would 
be unwise. A bridge without approaches would 
stand rather as a monument to municipal stupid- 
ity than as a demonstration of political promises 
fulfilled. 

The building of the bridge is a business prop- 
osition which involves the expenditure of a vast 
sum of money. The arbitrary sum fixed as the 
cost was necessarily an approximation.. Some 
reasonably slight variation from it would occa- 
sion neither surprise nor embarrassment. 

But ordinary business sense condemns any plan 
to go ahead until the plans are complete and pro- 
vision is made for all the necessary work. Com- 
plete plans mean a complete structure, inclusive 
of approaches which are as essential as the main 
span. ‘The plans call for an expenditure on the 
bridge proper so great that the sum available for 
approaches would be wholly inadequate. 

It is not the part of wisdom to begin an enter- 
prise of such magnitude until it is known what 
the end is to be. 

The city would not undertake the erection of a 
public building on land the title to which was 
in question, to say nothing of the ownership’s be- 
ing vested in someone else. It is no different 
with a bridge. Haste in such a case is waste. 

Let us find out first precisely what is needed 
and provide for it; then let the bridge be built 
as soon as possible. 
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And if we get a deep waterway from lakes to 
guif some foreign fleet may come up the river 
and shoot holes in our skyscrapers. Let’s build 
six more battleships in anticipation of a deeper 
Mississippi.

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GLOATING OVER THE MILLINER. 

Mere man will smile over the information that 
the enactment of the tariff bill as now in con- 
templation will cut feathers, flowers, ribbons and 
buckles off women’s hats. It is a simple pro- 
cess—so simple that it is remarkable mere man 
never thought of it before. The tariff will make 
millinery ornaments so expensive that only the 
very rich can afford them. 

For years and years mere man has been strug- 
gling in vain against the exactions of the mil- 
‘| liner, only to find that the milliner is not above 
or beyond the influences of the tariff.

St. Louis’ Gas Problem. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The news item relating to the finding of gas in 
large quantities at a nearby Illinois point is cer- 
tainly of great interest to every St. Louis citizen. 
The writer has had some experience fighting for 
cheaper gas paralleling that of the people of St. 
Louis, which led to final relief at the hands of a 
natural gas company. The conditions were very 
simi:lar to those of St. Louis in many ways up to 

successful termination of the efforts to get nat- 
urah gas. As in St. Louis, the company furnishing 
ured gas Was getting $1. per thousand cubic 
feet for\gas, which was shewn by abundant figures 
them not more than 3% cents to 38 cents 
per 1000. In this instance, however, the gas was man- 
ufactured in very small quantities as compared with 
St. Louis, and the plant was located farther from 
the coal fields. As seems to be the case in St. Louis, 
the gas plant had been bought at a price many times 
its actual value, price being paid on the strength oT 
the outrageous prefits made on the gas. When the 
first attempts were made to get a’franchise for nat- 
ural gas, the old gas company propesed to put in 
natural gas and headed off the granting of the 
francise to the bona fide natural gas company for 
a year or two with this bluff. It looks as though the 
St. Louis gas monopoly had worked the same game 
and should there be any prospect of natural gag for 
St. Louis from the new Illinois. gas field, the city 
authorities should be on their guard against this 
same trick being again worked on the people.

FRAUD OF’ MILLIONS 





Offer to Aid Government Ex- 
pected to Cause Men to 
Turn State’s Evidence.

NEW YORK, May 8.—Panic has taken 


possession of certain men high up in 
the American Sugar Refining Co.—the 
Sugar Trust. In an effort to save them- 
selves from indictment and criminal 
prosecution, a8 & result of the swind- 
ling of the Government out of millions 
of dollars by fraudulently weighing im- 
portations of sugar, they have deserted 
the six workingmen, who, it is alleged, 
actually tampered with the: scales, 

These men were indicted by the Fed- 
eral grand jury. The Sugar Trust of- | 
ficialg learned Thursday that the in- 
dictments were coming and promptly 
discharged five of the men, though they 
had been in the company’s employ many 
years. 

The sixth man, Oliver Spitger, super- 
intendent on the Havemeyer and Elder 
docks, who is said to have ordered the 
five checkers and weighers to operate 
the hidden spring in the Government’s 


|lscales so as to make the weights short, 


was discharged weeks ago. 

These men, it is alleged, by falsely 
weighing cargoes of sugar, made be- 
tween $8,000,000 and $9,000,000 of prac- 
tically stolen money for the Sugar Trust. 
The regular pay of the checkers and 
weighers was only $13 a week, but it 
is alleged that for their part in robbing 
the Government of millions they got 
$ a week extra. 

No Effect on Government. 

The Sugar Trust is not paying any 
lawyer to defend these men, and, more- 
over, has offered to help the Govern- 
ment convict them. This offer was 
made to Special Assistant Attorney- 
General Henry L. Stimson and Winfred 
S. Dennison, who are prosecuting the 
cases. 

This offer is said to be in the hope 
that the Gevernment, satisfied with con- 
victions of workingmen, will not at- 
tempt to prosecute those higher up who 
were enriched by the swindling prac- 
tices. 

While neither Mr. Stimson nor Mr. 
Dennison would discuss the offer of co- 
operation made by the Sugar Trust, the 
Post-Dispatch is in a position to state 
that it will have no effect on the Gov- 
ernment’s plan to prosecute high-sal- 
aried officials, if evidence of the frauds 
can be obtained. 

The chief counsel of the Sugar Trust 
is John EB. Parsons, and he has held 
that position ever since its organiza- 
tion. He was in the directorate of the 
company when the frauds were discov- 
ered, Nov. 20, 1907, and for a long time 
prior. He was the legal adviser of the 
late H. O. Havemeyer, president of the 
Trust at the time the frauds were dis- 
covered, and who died suddenly at his 
Long Island country place about ten 
days after the Government uncovered 
the astounding swindle.
